brought, wiIh them. After waitingvfor 
considerable 
time

repeatedly 


knocking and ringing at the door, the 
matron of the jail put in her appear- 
ance. The four visitors made known 
thoii- wants nnd the laflyMu charge re- 
plied to them that the "man wilh the 
keys" was out, but was expected to 
return in a vory short tim<\ 
So, en- 


tertaining themselves as best 
they 


might under the circumstances, they 
awaited the return of the jailer. Affer 
possibly five .minutes lie was observed 
making his way up Canal street. Up- 
on arriving at the entrance, he in- 
quired how long they had been kppt 
waiting and then went to the iron 
door.of the front 
corridor. By this 


lime his condition was observed to be 
such that there was little doubt, that 
he was "tinder the influor.ce." 
Tho 


professional man, who wisely 
kept, 


mum, 
noted 
l.hat he had a peculiar 


failing to find tho kW-hole in the iron 
door. 
Finally, however, the visitors 


were permitted -to raiter amid 
the 


fumes of liquor from the breath of the 
custodian of, tbe beys. 


It was said that-la'ter when the vis- 


itors were ready to -leave the jail, they 
found to their displeasure that they 
could not do so, as: the jailer had left 
and locked them in tlie 
Institution 


where they were compelled to remain 
for an unreasonable-length, of time un- 
til the jailer returned from 
where, 


they know not.

The professional man. whose client 


was charged with drunkenness, called 
upon Mayor S. H. MeCleery to whom 
he appealed for a trial of the charges. 
When that official showed a disposi- 
tion to argue the matter, the profes- 
sional man said, much to the astonish- 
ment of the mayor: "The only person 
I found drunk when I was there a few 
minutes ago, was the keeper."

who is here referred to is known by

The objection of Sheriff Redman to 


ihat part of the criticism connected 
with the recent jail delivery relating 
to the arrangement for locking a'nd 
unlocking the cells, has called forth 
a reiterr^ion of the statement by sev- 
eral men who have had experience in 
Handling prisoners within the walls of 
the Licking county jail. , 


It is claimed that -the 
escape of 


eight men from tfie jail, only one of 
whom has been found, and he surren- 
dered voluntarily, was due solely nnd 
whollv to carelessness. 


When the jailer enters the.part of 


the jril occupied by i'ne prisoners, he 
is able before going into the corridor 
to see whether any of the men arc in 
the corridors as n semi-circular iron 
grating enables him to sec both to the 
right, and left. After entering this cor- 
ridor he is able to lock or unlock any 
or all cells by turning wheels attached 
to levers without entering the inner 
corridor whore the prisoners are al- 
lowed to exercise. It is alleged that 
a mistake is made when any prison- 
ers other thnn "trusties" are permitted 
ihe freedom of the outer corridor nn.'l 
that it would bo better to havp the 
jailer or his assistants do the scrub- 
bing rather tnr.n run liic- risk of let- 
ling dangerous men out of jail.

New Orleans Had • »u«y Pay With 


Tropical Tornadoes. 


New Orleans, Oct. 6.—This locality 


•was visited oy three tornadoes Fri- 
day. The first struck West Baton 
Rouge parish, killing Mrs. Theodule 
Foret and her daughter, Mrs. Vinte. 
Mrs. Foret's bod> was found in a field 
near her demolished house. Two chil- 
dren in Mrs. Foret's house were fatal- 
ly injured, and fUe men were injuied 
in the collapse of the sugar rcfineij 
on the St. Delphine plantation. Tlie 
city of Baton Rouse was sligbth dam- 
aged. In St. Janif"' parish one woman 
was killed. Mrs S. R. AVebber and 
daughter and Mis. John Meyer and 
also a negro were reported fatally in- 
jured. Fifteen buildings were blown 
down in that parish. At Pontochatoula 
George Hawes, bis son and daushlei 
*'ere killed in the collapse of their 
house, and another child o£ Mr. Hawes 
was fatally injured 
A negro was also 


fatally injured time, beside* iniuries 
to a dozen persons. 


The second tornado struck N'ew Or- 


leans. Xo lives were lost here, but 
property damage reached $500.000 and 
about 50 persons were injured, one 
fatally. Fully 800 buildings were dam 
a'ged, about 75 of which were blown 
flat. Most of thp demolished buildings 
were cabins, and it was here thai 
nearly all the mimics occurred. The 
path of the tornado through the citj 
was about eight miles long, entering 
from the Mississippi river at Audobon 
park and traveling northwest to Ata- 
rengo ^ind 
Cai ondelet streets and 


then, after a circuitous course 10 Gra- 
vier and 
MagDolia street, it went 


northward out of the city. 
In places 


th'e storm's path was about 30 foet 
wide and only at two or three points 
did it reach 100 f«>t in width.

ISrie.l' History of Original Attempt to 


Operate Ohio Caiiiil Uoats by 


Electricity. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 6. — Promoters 


will have another try at tire "electric 
mule" project on the Miami & Erie 
canal. 
Articles of incorporation au- 


thorizing a capitalization of $200,000 
were filed at Columbus by W. B. Whit- 
ing, C. E. Sanders, R. P. Denison, C. 
C. Owens and A. J. Spfcrry. all of 
the city of Cleveland. W. B. Whit- 
ing of ihe firm of Squire, Sanders & 
Dempsey, to which all of the incorpo- 
rators belong, declared that until the 
incorporation of the new Lake and 
River Transit company is completed 
no information will be given by its at- 
torneys as to the men behind it or its 
ultimate purpose, except as stated in 
the articles of incorporation. It is un- 
derstood 
that 
Squire, 
Sanders 
& 


Dempsey are acting as incorporators 
for large capitalists who will endeavdr 
to resuscitate the so-called "electric 
mule" project. 


Th'e articles of incorporation state 


the purpose ts to operate boats on 
the Miami & Erie canal, by electricity, 
from poles and overhead wires, or by 
traction power on the berme bank, be- 
tween Cincinnati and Toledo. It haS 
the power to acquire the 
apparatus 


and equipment now there, and to make 
additions that may be needed. 


The original "electric mule" corn- 


pan}- was incorporated as the Miami 
& Erie Canal Transportation 
com- 


pany, wVich is in the hands of receiv- 
ers C. C. Richardson and J. G. Schmid- 
lapp. Attorney General' Ellis has a 
suit pending against the company to 
compel it to remove its equipment 
from the canal, and to have its fran- 
chise on the canal declared void. The 
company was required by the terms 
of the franchise to fully equip the 
canal and operate boats within a cer- 
tain time. That time had long since 
elapsed before Mr. Ellis brought his 
action. 
The attorneys for the com- 


pany claim that the company was pre- 
vented from completing the equipment 
within the stipulated time by litiga- 
tion. 
There was a provision in the 


franchise by which the company was 
to have longer time if stopped in the 
equipment work by suits in court. The 
state holds that by this was meant in- 
junctions from property owners along 
the line, whereas suits brought were 
by creditors to secure claims. 


The state board of public works 


adopted a resolution 'extending the 
time in which the equipment should 
he completed, but Governor Herrick 
and Attorney General Ellis refused to 
sign it, so It is null and void. 


An effort, was mad'e by stockholders 


of the company to secure permission 
from the legislature to convert the en- 
terprise into a traction car line. All 
connected with the "electric mule" ad- . 
mflted that the enterprise, so far as 
the electric propulsion of canal boats 
was concerned, proved to be an abso- 
lute failure. After an exciting contest 
the attempt to convert the project into 
an electric traction line was defeated 
by the legislature.

and for three days bad the sun left the 
thirsty sky line in the oast only to 
glare down pitilessly uuiil it dropped 
behind the equally thirsty sky line in 
the west, aud now the tongue- of the 
cattle were hanging from ihoir mouths 
and the sheep bleated piteiu'Oy. and 
the small quantity of water brought 
along for the trekkers' own u-.e was 
exhausted. 


By the end of the «econd day they 


had expected to find water, but the 
stream counted 'on had proved but a 
dusty, sun dried depression, and for 
twenty-four hours they had followed 
its course, hopiug to find some sink 
hole from which the water had.not 
dried. Now they were pondering the 
necessity of seeking the next water 
course yet another twenty-four hours 
away. 
If that were dry also, -what 


then? 


Other families had trekked over this 


veldt before them, and more \\ mild 
follow, for this was the annual custom. 
When the dry season came and burned 
erery vestige of green from the home 
grazing land, the Boers would load 
their families into tue great wagons, 
drawn by many spans of oxen, aud. 
driving the sheep and cattle before 
them, seek the water courses that had 
not dried up. And there they would 
remain as long as the drought lasted, 
until weeks of steady and violent rains 
should come and transform the dry, 
barren veldt into a tropical garden. 
Than they would trek back borne. 


Long before the sun rose for .1 new 


day of burning heat and thirst the dot 
of -wagons and animals was ready for 
departure. 
But even as it began 


to crawl away from the river bed that 
was dry toward the one that might 
contain water, several of the mounted 
Boers who were circling about the cat- 
tle descried something less than a 
third of a mile away. 


In the dim light they at first thought 


it a wild animal, and examined their 
rifles; then, as the object drew near, 
they made it out to be a man. and 
that he was on foot instead of horse- 
back. But it was not until lie had ap- 
proached to within a few rods that they 
discovered he was very young, scarcely 
more than a boy, aud that he was an 
outlander. 


Now there is nothing more obuoxious 


to a Boer than an outlander or wit- 
lander—alien. He feels that their com- 
ing into the country threatens his in- 
stitutions, and that the very object of 
their coming is wrong. The treasures 
of the earth belong to the earth, and 
should not be wrested away. 
The 


bustle and desire for change, for 
wealth, for investigating, even tho 
urogressive ideas of these outsiders are 


causes for "suspicion and dislike. So 
when a cherry "Hello:'' came from the 
wayfarer their answer was but a gruff 
and unintelligible grunt.

Wellinau, Aug. 4.—I am writing, this, 
that our Indiana nnd Ohio friead* may 
kuow the privation aud isolation we 
are undergoing for the sake of science 
and the discovery of the long, fought, 
pole. \Ye are encamped in a frame,- 
house substantially built, consisting o£; 
a house within a house, large and com.-J 
rnodious, with a fine dim'ng worn, 
which will accommodate -twelve men.-. 


"The living room, within the house 


proper has a live air chamber withiu 
its walls, with a. circulation of air- 
warmed by the kitchesn.range and by 
natural draft brought .warm and fresh 
into each bunk. 
SaJjd, .bunks are ar- 


ranged in tiergj on'e.,ajt>oye the other, 
at the sides of the ,rpom! nine on one 
side, starting from the floor, aud three 
on the opposite side, suspended from 
the ceiling. The bunks are equipped 
with good mattresses and pillows, 
sheets, pillow cases and wool blankets. 
They have large curtains sliding ou 
large brass rods, so that each member 
of the staff has the privacy of his own 
bunk.

"Chamois" Skin«. 


Charles C. Druedling lias -nritten an 


article in ibe Journal of Pharmacy on 
chamois skins. The commercial article 
of that name, he says, is really oil 
taiinod bhcep or lamb skin lining. The 
supply of skins from the chamois ani- 
mal is very limited. Enough could not 
be obtained in a year to supply th« 
United States for more than a single 
day. He made special inquiry on a 
visit to Switzerland about the annual 
cruii of ihe chamois, bbius aud ascer- 
tained that from 5.WO to 6.000 skins 
•tt-ould be a fair average yearly crop. 
This skin i«? heavier than the skin of 
the sheep or lamb, also much coarser. 
For f=;ren{ith aud durability the cham- 
ois skin is preferable, but for ordi- 
nary use and appearance the oil tanned 
Hheepskir. lining would in most in- 
stances be preferred.

amalgamated armies of the pure food 
crusade in America. 


For twenty years Dr. Wiley lifts had 


a hobby and ridden it hard. At times 
this Pegasus of his has leaped over ap- 
palling precipices of human prejudice 
and tracked wearily through marshes 
of misunderstanding, but the doctor 
has ridden his hobby to a new lease of 
life rather than to death, for today he 
appears to have arrived very near the 
shining portals of success—the.preven- 
tion by federal law of the u^e of poi- 
Konous substances as preser\ ath e.s or 
colorings for food and drink, that is 
Dr. Wiley's hobby. By the passage of 
the measure know n as the pure food 
law last June congress finally approved 
the efforts of Dr. WUey and the thou- 
sands of other earnest workers in the 
cause of preserving the human stom- 
ach from premature decline.

many events of importance In the mat- 
ter of food reform have taken place 
in the ruited States. 
Quite recently 


we have had t'pton Sinclair's expose 
of packing house horrors in "The Jun- 
gle." followed by the passage of the 
meat inspection law, which requires 
that after Oct. 1 the manufacturers 
of canned meats, hams and other pack- 
ing house products on their labels 
mtiht call a spade a spade and not de- 
ceive the public by sending out canned 
veal or pork with a picture of a spring 
chicken on the label. 


Dr. Wiley's work has dissipated sev- 


eral misconceptions. For instance, he 
has shown that It is not necessarily the 
food adulterants, but the preservatives 
and.colorings, which do the damage to

As a member of the government's 


pure food law commission, .sitting at 
New Y-irk during the latter part of 
September, Dr. Wiley adduced the fact 
that hams may be smoked while you 
wait. One witness testified that his 
house used a -'patent smoke" for mak- 
ing smoked hams. This is a sort of 
paint, with which the ham is smeared, 
giving it the appearance of having 
been cured in the dear old smoke- 
house at home, as your grandmother 
used to do it. 


Directly as a result of Dr. Wiley's 


investigations some very astounding 
facts regarding the true identity of the 
stuff we put into our stomachs from 
day to day have been brought to light. 
Jusl one "item will suffice here. Your 
btomach may be too weak to stand 
more. The patient and long suffering 
mule that pulls the garbage cart.past 
your door is more important than he 
looks. Do not scorn him. Next year he 
may be silent, alas, in death, and you 
may be eating his hoofs metamorphos- 
ed—stupendous change:—into -pure ap- 
ple jelly" or "pure peach marmalade.'' 
But the fact that you are eating the 
hoofs of the defunct mule is not the 
most serious part of the proposition. 
The coloring matter used to deceive 
you into mistaking prepared mule hoof 
for a peach or apple product is the se-1 
rious thing. That is what does the j 
damage. 


Dr. Wiley has estimated and declar- 


ed that about 90 per cent of the man- 
ufactured foods sold in America con- 
tain deleterious substances introduced 
for the purpose of deceiving the public 
as to the true character of the product. 
"Barnum made a colossal fortune," re- 
marked Dr. Wiley on a recent occasion, 
"by acting on the principle that the 
American people like to be humbugged. 
To be cheated, fooled, bamboozled, ca- 
joled, deceived, 
pettifogged, 
dema- 


gogued, hypnotized, manicured 
and 


chiropidized are privileges dear to us 
all." 


Even the operation of the new food 


law, if rigidly enforced, -will not rob 
the American people of their cherished 
privilege of being humbugged if they 
coutiuue to believe the statements of 
some manufacturers that certain drugs 
are good for their health, but the law 
will reduce the humbuggery very ap- 
preciably by insisting upon the proper 
labeling of all products, so that if one 
wants pure apple jelly he may buy a 
jar so labeled and if he prefers mule 
hoof he may go around looking for a 
label to indicate the animal. 


It should be remembered that the 


new law relates not only to food, but 
to liquors and medicines, so that there 
must be government inspection of ev- 
erything that goes down the human 
gullet provided that it is sold from 
state to state and thereby comes- un- 
der the head of interstate commerce. 


Uniform Food Law. 


Dr. Wiley worked as hard for this 


uniform food law as many estimable 
clergymen are working for a uniform 
divorce law. As a matter of fact, the 
situation regarding food is pretty much 
the same as that regarding divorce. 
Each state has its own laws relating to 
food and to divorce. There are forty- 
six states and forty-six variations in 
divorce possibilities. Until the passage 
of the federal food law the manufac- 
turers of some food products were 
compelled to place a different label on 
their goods for every state to which 
shipment was made. 
When the na- 


tional law gets into active working or- 
der one label will serve for each state, 
and that label, if the government in- 
spectors do their duty, will tell exactly 
what the package contains. 


The fight for a pure food law in con 


gress lasted nearly twenty years. Dr. 
Wiley says the consumers started it, 
aided by the grangers. Then some of 
the honest manufacturers took it up 
and finally some state oIH^iaK who 
urged a federal law. 
Of conr=- the 


proposed legislation was bitte .- op- 
posed by unscrupulous uianufai .urera 
of embalmed foods, doped medicines 
and prematurely aged whiskies, but the 
"awakened conscience" of the people 
along various lines at last brought 
about the enactment of the present law. 
which gives excellent promise of food 
reform niter it goes into effect Jan. 1.
